Silly Japs

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12,— 
(INS)—Japanese propagandists to- 
day began belittling somewhat the

He asserted that the atomic 
bomb damage at Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki was “much lighter than 
was inflicted by B-29’s in their 
raid on Tokyo March 10.”

human and animal, were literally 
seared to death” in Hiroshima. 

Only Saturday night, Domei| 
quoted a Tokyo paper as saying 
the atomic bomb’s devastation was | 
“unprecedented in human his- 
tory.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—(/)— 
The War Department said today 
that soldiers discherged under the 
point system will not be called 
for further service unless they’ vol- 
ynteer, 

Outlining its policy on re-induc- 
tion, the department also said: — 

1. Officers released under hon- 
orable conditions will be placed 
on inactive status, subject to re- 
call if their services are needed. 
In that status, they are not liable 
to induction under selective serv- 
ice. 

2. Officers and enlisted men dis- 
charged under other than honor- 
able conditions are separated com- 
pletely from military service and 
placed under jurisdiction of selec- 
tive service. They are eligible for 
induction, however, only if the 
War Department grants a waiver 
of the other than honorable dis. 
charge. 

These waivers, the department 
said, are based on review of the 
individual’s records including the 
reason for discharge, previous mil- 
itary service and potential future 
use to the Army. 

3. Enlisted) men who are dis: 
charged for physical disability, de- 
rendency or for the national in- 
terest, may be reinducted if the 
conditions under which they were 
released change subsequently. 
However, selective service boards 
take inta consideration the length 
of prior military service. 

“It is not the desire or intent 
of selective service or the War De 
partment to re-induct former mem 
bers of the armed forces who have 
had long and honorable service, 
unless they volunteer for further 
service,” the department said.

McCarthy explained the method 
for detecting these fissures as fol: 
lows: 

The car travels along the track 
at a speed of from six to eight 
miles an hour. On each track the 
car lets down a series of metal 
brushes each charged with about 
3,500 amperes of electricity, with 
a low voltage. These brushes, so 
charged, set up a magnetic field 
around the railhead and these 
fields reveal the defects in the rail. 
Then a coil arrangement picks up 
the distortion much as a radio an- 
tenna picks up broadcast 
An amplifying device transmits 
these “distortions” to the interior 
of the car where an automatic ap- 
paratus, putting on paper the rec- 
ord of every inch of the rail, indi- 
cates the point of distortion. At 
the same time, a paint gun under 
the car automatically releases a 
daub of paint at the point of 
damage.

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War Criminals Given New Hope 


One immediate question is posed by 
the agreement by the Allied nations to 
accept the emperor of Japan as the instru- 
ment through which orders will be given 
the defeated nation and its peoples. 


If we accept him in this position, he 
then cannot be prosecuted as a war crimi- 
nal. What then becomes our position as to 
war criminals Goering, Von Ribbentrop 
et al? 


Can we make immune the head of the 
state which began aggression long before 
the Germans, and go ahead with punish- 
ment for others? 


That is the immediate poser and one 
which is sure to complicate the future. 
Our idea has been, and is, so to punish 
aggressors that their idea of crime will 
be associated with war in the future. 


It is quite possible our plans may break 
down in the surrender of Japan and estab- 
lishment of the emperor as the ruler. The 
attorneys for Goering can demand, “Re- 
lease also my client.” 


The obvious truth of our vulnerability 
and inconsistency in the matter can but 
temper our jubiiation in the apparent 
victory we have won. 


The World Is Waiting—and Hoping 


If the old proverb be true, that “all 
wisdom may be reduced to two words, 
wait and hope,” then millions over the 
world are achieving wisdom as they wait 
and hope for news from Japan. 


It is a new experience in the history 
of wars’ endings. In an age grown used 
to swift communications, the fact that offi- 
cial exchanges of messages between this 
country and Japan require a full 24 hours, 
was an exasperating factor in the waiting 
and hoping. 


It was evident that in Japan the course 
of surrender was not moving with any 
speed. This could mean only one thing— 
there are some elements of the military 


group unwilling to surrender. It is this 
group which, by assassination and by 
coercion of the emperor, maintained itself 
in power and directed the military aggres- 
sions of Japan since, and beginning with, 
the invasion of Manchuria in 1931. 


It also was becoming evident the sur- 
render’s complete and official conclusion 
would not come for several days after 
aceeptance of the terms. The terms them- 
selves require official signatures from the 
emperor and his military staffs. 


Meanwhile, debating whether or not 


the Allied governments were right in ac- 


cepting—even in a puppet status—the 
emperor, whom most regard as an arch 
war criminal, Americans waited and hoped. 


Teach Georgians Their Responsibilities 


The Atlanta Constitution, which ex- 
pressed concern at the smallness of the 
vote in last week’s general election, is 
pleased to note that at least three of our 
contemporaries have also seen fit to de- 
plore Georgians’ failure to exercise their 
prerogatives at the polls. 


“The population of Georgia is well in 
excess of 3,000,000,” said Editor Henry Mc- 
Intosh-in his Albany Herald, “yet the 
names of only one-sixth of these were on 
the lists of qualified voters in the 159 
counties of the state. And in yesterday's 
election, with as important a matter as the 
adoption of a state constitution involved, 
approximately one-fifth of the registered 
voters went to the polls. About one-thir- 
tieth of the people of Georgia voted. 
Twenty-nine-thirtieths did not take the 
trouble to visit the polling places, and 
the great majority of that twenty-nine- 
thirtieths has not been sufficiently inter- 
ested in the government of their state 
to have their names placed on the regis- 
tration books in their respective counties.” 


Editor McIntosh then goes on to score 
the indifference which makes Georgia the 
poorest voting state and to bemoan the 
fact the sense of responsibility is lacking 
in Georgia citizens. 


Meanwhile, the Augusta Chronicle, 
seeking to assay the reasons for the pub- 
lic apathy, suggests: “The vote was much 
smaller than it would have been had men 


and »ersonalities, rather than laws, been 
involved in the election.” 


This is unfortunately but undeniably 
true. 


Past experience indicates that Geor- 
gians tend to go to the polls in large 
numbers only after heated, mud-slinging 
campaigns. All too frequently, issues are 
forgotten and elections are fought out on 
the basis of personalities and inconsequen- 
tial charges and counter-charges. 


Jim Seymour, touching on this in his 
Sandersville Progress, cas it “the great 
tragedy of American democracy.” 


“In fact,” says the Progress, “the para- 
mount consideration often seems least in 
the mind of the voter.” Nn 


But the Progress, unlike too many of 
us, has a suggested remedy. 


“We believe,” concludes the Progress 
editorial, “that the only hope for a true 
democracy lies in training our young peo- 
ple on their responsibility as voters.” 


That, to be sure, is a lengthy process. 
It means that it would be at least a dec- 
ade before any appreciable upsurge would 
be noticeable at the polls. 


But, having endeavored so many times 
in vain to persuade people to take ad- 
vantage of their vote, we are about ready 
to admit that seems the most plausible 


way.

The Distance to 
The Sun Now Is Short 


W. Winwood Reade, an English newspaper- 
man and author, famous through his ‘‘Martyr- 
dom of Man,” wrote in 1872: 


“It is not probable that war will ever absolutely cease until 
science discovers some destroying force so simple in its administra- 
tion, so horrible in its effects, that all art, gallantry, will be at an 
end, and battles will be massacres which the feelings of mankind 
will be unable to endure.” 


Until something better is found, that will serve to introduce the 
atomic bomb and the “Roman peace” of the modern world. 


The three great powers can, and will, enforce the peace of the 
world as the Roman empire was able, in the time of its greatness, 
to maintain peace over the then-known world. , 


Nothing of gigantic achievement in the great war compares 


with the production of atomic energy. No hero of the war can 


compare with the scientists who went into strange and unknown 
shores and came back with the solution to the riddle of the universe 
-—came back with access to the very sources of energy. 


Future It will be a new world. Of necessity it must be brave. 
If God is merciful, the development of the new source 
of energy will not come too swiftly. 

It is obVious the great powers must control it. Government 
control must be rigid and uncompromising. To allow this power 
to go into any hands desiring it would be to jeopardize the world. 

Yet the development may not be slow. Already we read the 
second atomic bomb dropped on Japan was much more powerful, 
much simpler in operation, than the first. 

Indeed, the scientists pronounced the first bomb already obso- 
lete. 

So, government must control] this power. The use of coal and 
gasoline, of oil and electricity, will not become obsolete tomorrow. 
Even if it were possible, we could not allow it to happen. 

Would the gentlemen who now shout so loudly of a certain 
monopolistic type of free enterprise, without any controls, be will- 
ing to let the scientists who know this secret patent it and set up 
a corporation to produce it, making useless all investment and 
developments in mines, power, oil wells, refineries, engines and 
so on? 

We will have progress. But we also must have order. The econ- 
omy cannot be abolished over night. So we say that if God is merci- 
ful, developments will be slow. They likely will not. This sort 
of thing cannot and will not stand still. 

Therefore, for the sake of national defense, for the sake of 
world peace, for the sake of the world economy, the governments 
must control it. 


It is idle, of course, to say we will retain the secret 
Copyright of this harnessing of the sources of energy. 

There is, fortunately (although at times it does not seem so), 
no copyright on brains. The secret can be found by the physicists 
of any nation—of defeated Germany, conquered Japan, small 
Costa Rica, vast China and Russia, Brazil, Bolivia, lraq—there is 
no copyright on brains. All physicists know the beginnings of the 
experiment. 

Therefore, there must be unity between the three great powers. 
Is there one so blind or so dull-witted as now to say we must not 
have international co-operation? To say that we must not work 
with the Russians, with England, with China and other nations? 

Is there one now who would argue the three powers, the United 
States, Russia and England, must not bind themselves to the single 
purpose of peace, using their greater resources and powers to 
enforce it? It may not be idyllic or fit into the ideal of a free 
world. The atomic bomb has made necessary a Roman peace, 
meaning one which the three giants among nations can and will 
enforce. 

It no longer matters so much—from a military point of view-— 
who has control of the Dardanelles or the Suez canal or the 
Panama canal. The atomic bomb has changed all! that. There no 
longer can be any impregnable fortress on land or sea. 

It used to be a long journey to the sun—a matter of 92 billion 
miles. Now it is a short journey, no farther than to the atomic 
energy plant in Tennessee or Washington state. 

As we face that future, awed by the great adventure in science, 
one cannot avoid noting that little progress has been made in human 
behaviorism. 

Poverty, ignorance, meanness, greed remain, 
The scientists of the soul haven't kept pace.

There is in Japan, if one may believe the Japanese radio, no small 
segment of citizens who have looked on the devastation of war and 
found it good, 


These are the silver-lining boys, the type who, after a particularly 
effective air raid, go about gleefully rubbing their hands and con- 
gratulating each other on how many fewer mouths there are to feed. 


I thought they had reached an all-time high in something or other 
a week or so ago when, after hundreds oo blasted the Tokyo 
area, a radio spokesman joyfully intoned the glad tidings that, 
thanks to American co-operation, the Japanese were now getting all 
the scrap iron they could use. 


I reckoned, however, without true appreciation of the Japs’ polly- 
annic ingenuity. For last week, immediately following the atomie 
bomb raid on Nagasaki, Radio Tokyo took the air to expound the 
theme that such visitations were really a blessing in disguise, “mak- 
ing possible extensive replanning of Japanese cities.”

‘Yet from the standpoint of expediency the wisdom of the de- 

cision can hardly be questioned at the present time, if it is to bring 

about an immediate end of the war and thus spare us the bloody 
costs of invading the Japanese home islands. 

Sufficient expressions of public opinion have come from the 

American people since the Japanese offer of surrender first came 
to show that we as a nation are overwhelmingly opposed to a con- 
tinuation of the Nipponese imperial institution. 
The same feeling is shared to an even greater degree, it seems, 
in Russia and in China, and to a large extent in Great Britain. 
Some of the British colonies, Australia, for example, are particu- 
larly outspoken in demands for Hirohito’s head. 

There is a disposition on the part of the public in all of the 
major Allied nations to feel that Hirohito shares equal responsi- 
bility also with the Japanese warlords. for the bloody conquests 
let loose on the world by the haughty little Nippon-se empire. 


> one For that, the extremist view is that he should 
War Crimina be treated as a war criminal no less than Tojo 
and the others who were in control of the Japanese government at 
the time of the Pearl Harbor sneak attack. The more conservative 
view is, however, that the emperor is merely a puppet in the hands 
of the dominant militarist group in Japan. These militarists with 
their record of assassinations and rule by force and intimidation, 
are said to be only less powerful! than the old Shogunate, a band of 
feudal muscle men, who relegated the emperor to secondary impor- 
tance and ruled the country with an iron hand for several cen- 
turies, 

But conceding a measure of truth in the conservative view, the 
fact remains that there is no evidence to show Hirohito used his 
imperial powers in the interest of peace. He must have condoned, 
at least, 1 did not actually encourage, the many acts of aggres- 
sion committed by the Japanese government under his reign. 

All of the dastardly deeds undertaken in China and the Pacific 
during the past ten years were done in his name. There is no rec- 
ord of him trying to persuade the nation to peaceful aims. 

A Symbol Nevertheless, expediency seems to justify the deci- 

sion we have made. Emperor worship has been so 
deeply ingrained in the Japanese mind over the centuries that it 
would probably serve our practical purpose much better to retain 
the imperial emblem as a symbol of governmental autkority. 

It is reasonable to suppose that the Japanese people wil) be more 
amenable to control in the transition period from war to peace if 
Allied orders are issued under imperial rescrit. 

That is clearly the assumption made by Allied government heads 
in accepting the Japanese conditions to surrender. But we have 
agreed to continue the emperor subject to the condition that the / 
Japanese people themselves favor his retention after being given an 
opportunity later to freely express their will. 

One consideration which probably guided Allied leaders in mak- 
ing their decision contrary to the popular will of our own people 
is the uncertainty that exists with respect to the large Japanese 
forces outside of Japan. 

There is no assurance that these forces would stop fighting un- 
less ordered to do so by the emperor. Hence even though we in- 
vaded the home islands and crushed all resistance there we might 
still be faced with the necessity of wiping out scattered Jap forces 
all the way from Singapore to Manchuria. Presumably the em- 
peror will be able to put an end to hostilities immediately on al! 
fronts. The saving in lives and the added cost of the war we would 
be spared, some believe to be adequate compensation for keeping 
him on the throne until the people have a chance to say whether 


they want him on permanently or not.

These in- | 
dividuals made no charge for 
their services. 

In the course of the season, Mrs. 
Roosevelt made two appearances | 
of eight minutes each at a fee of | 
$1,500 per broadcast or just about | 
$200 a minute and my authority, | 
who had a part in the arrange- 
ments, understands that there was 
a third broadcast at $2,500. What 
Mrs, Roosevelt did with the money 
is something that she has always 
deemed to be her own business, 
although there have been sugges- 
tions that it was devoted to pur- 
poses which were called charities. 


A press handout, dated Dec. 3, 
1942, from the offices of the coun- 
cil said “Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt will give a report to the moth- 
ers of the nation on her recent 
trip to England in a coast to coast 
broadcast Wednesday evening, 
Dec. 9. The program will be pre- 
sented by the Council on Candy as 
Food in the War Effort.” 

No mention was made of a fee 
to Mrs. Roosevelt for such a “re- 
port to the mothers of the nation,” 
although that would seem to have 
been appropriate information for 
lack of which -it may have been 
assumed that she was making this 
report free as a generous service 
to those mothers. Moreover, there 
was no suggestion that Mrs. Roose- 
velt paid any part of her expenses 
on this trip which thus are as- 
sumed to have been borne either 
by the Red Cross or the taxpayers. 

No question is raised here as to 
the legality of the conduct of Mr. 
and Mrs. Lindley but if I had ever 
accepted a similar assignment and 
compensation from, say, Tom 
Girdler, of Republic Steel, who 
feught and beat President Roose- 
velt’s CIO, the journalists of the 
New Deal would have called my 
fee a brass check. And, if Mrs. 
Tom Dewey had undertaken a ra- 
dio program for pay and the wife 
of some aggressive anti-New Deal 
journalist had been engaged prof.- 
itably as agent that would have 
been denounced as a subtle man- 
ner of paying for the favorable 
opinion of the writer. 

But did Mrs. Roosevelt here 
commercialize the presidency? The 
answer to that is another ques- 
tion: Why did the Council on 
Candy as Food select her?

WASHINGTON—President * Truman's promise 
that this government will help “to the limit of our 
strength” to feed Europe this winter was reassur 

ing to officials here who have been seriously concerned with the 
cOnfusion and delay in organizing an effective, balanced, well co 


ordinated program. 


As pointed out here a few days 
ago, there are two main difficul-

TRAGIC STORY 
China’s tragic story of the past 
century, while inflicting untold 


suffering and injustice upon her 


people, has equipped her well for 
the tasks that await her. Only 
by the most skillful diplomacy 
pitted against overwhelming mili- 
tary power the world over has 
she succeeded in remaining a na; 
tion and warding off dismember- 
ment by imperialistic countries. 

China possesses some of the 
world’s most competent diplo- 
mats, skilled in the fine art of 
international political and eco- 
nomic trading. These brains she 
will carry into the seemingly 
golden era opening before her, to 
interests 
won on the battlefield and to as- 


sist in the solutions of world 
questions, 

At the outset China 
a peace with Japan that will end 
forever the island empire’s here- 
tofore always present threat to 
her security and peace. Close on 
the heels of that issue will come 
thenegotiations for the return to 
China of vast territorial domains 
once integral parts of the celes- 
tial empire. Such issues are Man- 
churia, Inner and Outer Mon.- 
golia, Formosa, Hongkong, the 
French concession at Shanghai, 
the French leased territory of 
Kwangshowwan on the south 
coast of China. 


ON CONCESSIONS 

Once her territorial complexi- 
ties are settled will come the is- 
sues of what are the conditions 
under which she will permit for- 
eign nations to pursue their léng- 
existing commercial activities in 
China. Heretofore extraterrito- 
riality rendered foreign firms and 
indivituals for the great part im- 
mune to Chinese laws. Now all 
are subject to Chinese authority, 
but foreign nations have no inten- 
tion of ceasing their commercial 
operations in China and else. 
where in the Far East. China 
must create laws and courts suit- 
able and capable of administering 
theinterests of foreigners in ac- 
cordance with world accepted 
practices, or her relations with 
her western associates will dete- 
riorate quickly. 


Still more, China is looking 
for western assistance for recov- 
ery from the terrible destruction 
she has suffered in the war. Her 
people are poverty-stricken and 
ill; the nation is virtually devoid 
of industry. She must have fi- 
nancial credits in huge amounts, 
They must be negotiated and 
countries with goods and capital 
lo spare must be persuaded to 
extend them to China. 

As China goes into the post- 
war period she enjoys a measure 
of goodwill from abroad likely 
unequalled in her history. This 
sends Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek and his assistants into the 
coming era with high hopes and 
confidence that they will meas- 
ure up to the great responsibili- 
ties awaiting them.

LaGrange Boy 
Hero in Sinking 
Of Destroyer 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—(UP). 
Three Japanese suicide bombers 
crashed into the destroyer Drexler 
off Okinawa on May 28 and sank 
her in less than two minutes with 
210 casualties, the Navy revealed 
tonight. 

The story was told by the Drex- 
ler’s skipper, Cmdr. Ronald L. 
Wilson, Marion; IIl., who described 
as “fantastic” the action of the 
last suicide pilot. The Jap was 
forced to make two passes at the 
crippled, dead-in-the-water vessel 
before sending her to the bottom. 


Wilson and 51 crew members 
were wounded in the three attacks 
and 158 other men _ were killed. 
Wilson attributed the high casual- 
tiés to the rapidity with which his 
ship sank and the fact that she 
rolled over almost immediately. 

The first attack took place at 
7:02 a. m. on May 28. The destroy- 
er had been at general quarters 
all the previous night. One suicide 
plane had been shot down by

WASHINGTON.—Your newspa- 
per undoubtedly has been keeping 
you up-to-date on the progress of 
the House Veterans’ Committee 
probe into how Veterans’ Admin- 
istration hospitals are being 
operated. 

Regardless of the committee 
findings, I don’t think you’d be 
wrong in laying a bet that VA 
hospitals are going to increase in 
number, and that they are going 
to give constantly better service, 
better accommodations, and better 
medical care.

Veterans’ Administration hospitals 
would be set up to give superior 
medical care—free—to all _ vet- 
erans, That’s the ideal condition. 

But because there are limita- 
tions as*to the number of vet- 
erans that can be cared for at any 
one time, there has been an order 
of preference established for ad- 
mitting veterans to VA hospitals. 

This order of preference nat- 
urally is headed by the ex-service 
men who have service-incurred 
disabilities or diseases which need 
continued or recurrent medical 
treatment. Here is the order for 
admittance to VA hospitals: 

1. Veterans with a war-service- 
disability or disease 
which needs treatment. 

2. Veterans who had no service 
during a war period but who have 


a service-incurred disability or 
disease which needs treatment. 


3. Veterans who served during 
a war period, who have no serv- 
ice-incurred disability, but who 
suffer from some permanently dis- 
abling condition, or any condition 
demanding quick or lengthy treat- 
ment, and who are incapacitated 
from earning a living. 

4. Veterans with no war period 
service but who have a service- 
incurred disability, who may be 
suffering from some permanent 
disability or some condition re- 
quiring emergency or extensive 
treatment, and who are incapaci- 
ted from earning a living. 

5. Ex-Joes and ex-Janes who 
served during a war period, re- 


ceived no disability, but who may |" 


need some hospital care later for 
various types Of diseases or in- 
juries. 

This last group is going to be 
the big one and it’s this bunch 
who shouldn’t expect too much in 
the way of free medical treatment, 
at least for several years to come, 
because VA hospitals are likely to 
be filled to the doors with vets | 
who have wounds or service-in- 
curred maladies that need pro- | 
longed treatment.

MY DAY. 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK—I could not help feeling a little 
sad yesterday when the news came that we 
had had to use our second atomic bomb. I 
had hoped that after the first bomb, which was 
followed by Russia’s declaration of war and 
their prompt entry into Manchuria, the Japa- 
nese would decide to accept unconditional sur- 
render and the loss of life could come to an 
end. I still hope that may happen; and it is also 
the hope of a great many other people, for all 
news agencies seem to be aware that a mo- 
mentous decision must be made by Japan with- 
in the next few days. The Japanese will either 
capitulate or face complete destruction. 


In the rapid succession of world events, I am ORES 3 to see 
how short are people’s memories! Once upon a time the Americans 
and the British were being urged at every turn to start a second 
front in Europe. At that time the Soviet Union was carrying a 
very heavy burden in the war against Germany. She thought us 
overcautious in our preparations and a long time coming to her 
aid. People in this country were quite indignant at this. They 
wondered if Russia did not understand that an ocean lay between 
us and Europe, and that problems of supply and transportation 
were overwhelming. 

Now the boot is on the other foot. 
atomic bomb, we would have heard a continual wail because the 
Soviet Union was so slow in coming to our aid. She is recipro- 
cating by wondering whether we have no understanding of the 
fact that an army had to be transported practically across a conti- 
nent! I can hear some people say: “Oh, but the Russian army 
needs no supplies. They can live off the country.” Perhaps—but 
guns and ammunition and all the other mechanized equipment must 
get from Germany to the borders of Manchuria, and it is probably 
a tremendous feat that the Soviet Union has been able to join us 
so soon. 

Somehow we must try to get over some of the attitudes we have 
held, not only as regards the Soviet Union but as regards other 
people. For instance, I heard someone say the other day: “Well, 
perhaps we will be fighting the Soviet Union.” In the light of the 
late developments, that now means annihilation. There is only 
one answer to these fears, and that is a belief that the Soviet Union

and the United States, as well as the United Nations as a whole, can .- 


live peacefully together—and a determination on the part of their 
people to do so, 

Some irresponsible people even say that the Soviet Union pur- 
posely waited until the last minute, when the war was almost won, 
so they could be included in the benefits when peace came, but 
would not have to carry a heavy burden. in the Pacific war. I can 
only remark that those who say this have no understanding of the 
Russian character and no knowledge of the facts. As far as mili- 
tary commitments are concerned, I have never heard it said that 
the Soviet Union had shirked any of them or had ever broken 
her word,
